It is with great sadness that we 
have to relay the news of the 
passing of longtime Mid-State 
Amateur Radio Club treasurer and 
lifetime member, Vernon Gill, 
N9QBO.

Some of Vern's other interests included the 
railroad (he was an avid train historian anda 
retired railroad employee) and computer 
technology. On the ham bands, he was a 
fixture on packet (including APRS), VHF/ 
UHF, and SSTV. He was also a routine 
attendee at the supper gathering every week. 
He served in the Army for four years and 
was present at the invasion of Normandy. 
Although Vern caught a train bound for a 
better location, he left some pretty big shoes 
to fill back at the station.

2007 SKYWARN 
Recognition Day 


The 2007 SKYWARN Recognition Day will 
be held on Saturday, December 1, 2007. 
(0000 - 2400 UTC) SKYWARN 
Recognition Day was developed in 1999 by 
the National Weather Service and the 
American Radio Relay League. It celebrates 
the contributions that volunteer SK YWARN 
radio operators make to the National 
Weather Service. During the day 

SKY WARN operators visit NWS offices 
and contact other radio operators across the 
world. It is estimated that around 100 NWS 
stations will particpate in the event this year 
including the office at Indianapolis 
International Airport in Indianapolis, Indiana. 
Each NWS station will transmit on different 
frequencies at each site. The office in 
Indianapolis operate 20, 40, and 80 bands 
using phone operations. This is the ninth 
consecutive year that the event has been 
held. The date is chosen by the NWS and 
the ARRL. A number of factors are taken 
into consideration when selecting the date. 
This includes the possibility of real severe 
weather impacting the event, the availability 
of band width due to amateur radio contests, 
and work load issues during the year.
